There is one thing of great impor­ 


tance in the development of cities 


and that is 
transportation. 
There 


was a time not more than fifteen or 


twenty years ago when 
the trade 


zone of each city was 
confined to 


the territory from which it could be 
easily reached in a day’s drive. This 


distance averaged about five miles 
in all directions. 
Trade territory a 


greater distance from the town or 


city could be reached if it was close 


to the railroad. 
A careful study of 


the maps of any particular 
State 


covering a period of three or four 


decades will show how important is 


this matter of transportation and it 


is needless to say that any town or 


city that is going to keep up with 


other towns and cities in the matter 


of growth and importance must have 


good means of transportation. 


Twenty or thirty years ago when 


the farm er went to town in a w’agon, 
five miles was about the limit of his 


journey and every 
little 
country 


town had its own 
circle 
or 
zone 


from which it drew it’s trade 
but 


now the roads are being piked and 


the farmers and everybody else, for 


that matter, are buying automobiles 


and can travel 
fifteen 
or 
twenty 


miles as easily 
as 
they 
formerly 


traveled five. 
This has 
broadened 


the circle or trade zone 
of 
every 


town and city in the country. 
It is 


bringing the big stores in 
the 
big 


cities into direct competition 
wdth 


the little stores in

little cities. 


The question naturally arises: W hat 


is to become of

If the country town is to grow and 


prosper the means of transportation

W ashington, Jan. 23.—Four mea 
ures that embody supplemental anti­ 
trust legislation recommended for en­ 
actm ent in the address delivered to 
congress by President Wilson on Tues­ 
day were agreed to at a conference 
held by Democratic leaders of the sen­ 
ate and the house and have been ap­ 
proved by the president. 
The bills 
may be briefly summarized a3 fol­ 
lows: 
First, a bill creating an interstate 
trade commission. 
Second, a bill to regulate director­ 
ates of corporations and to prdhibit 
interlocking directorates. 
Third, a bill defining unlawful mo­ 
nopoly or restraints of trade. 
Fourth, 
the 
trade 
relations 
bill, 
which among other things forbids un­ 
fair trade practices, such as under­ 
selling in one locality to stifle compe­ 
tition and recouping the losses thus 
sustained by raising prices in locali­ 
ties where there is no competition. 
These bills will be reported out by 
the proper committees, the committee 
on interstate commerce in the senate, 
of which Senator Newlands is chair­ 
man, and the judiciary committee, of 
which Representative Clay ton is chair­ 
man, and the committee on interstate 
commerce, of which Representative 
Adamson is chairman, in the house.

well-known physicians, were arrested 
on indictm ents charging them with un­ 
lawfully writing prescriptions and sell 
ing a drug. 
The probe here wa3 started follow 
ing the arrest in Alexandria of several 
youths who said they had purchased 
the “dope” tablets in Muncie and Mar­ 
lon. 
The boys were brought here to 
testify before the grand jury, and it 
was on their evidence that the indict­ 
m ents were drawn. It is said another 
Indictment, charging the illegal sale 
of drugs will be returned against a 
prominent local druggist. 
According to the story of the young 
men, they came to Muncie two and 
three tim es each week to buy “dope,” 
sometimes getting as many as 200 tab­ 
lets at a time. 
The city and county 
officials are aroused about the condi­ 
tions revealed by the boys, and they 
are determined to stam p out the 
practice. 


A PLEA FOR BETTER ROADS 


Present Method of Building H ighw ays 


a Disgrace to the State. 
Indianapolis, 
Jan. 
23.—That only 
skilled engineers should be allowed to 
have charge of road building and re­ 
pair work on the highways of the state 
was the assertion oi Clarence A. Ken­ 
yon of Indianapolis, president of the 
Indiana Good Roads association, in an 
address on “Good Roads” at the open­ 
ing session of the Indiana Engineering 
society. 
Mr. Kenyon declared that the pres­ 
ent methods of building highways are 
a disgrace to the state and that mil­ 
lions of dollars have been wasted in 
vain attem pts to have good roads. 
”Road3 are worn out 
in Indiana 
even before the bonds which were is­ 
sued for their construction have been 
paid for,” said the speaker. 
“The 
trouble is that millions are spent by 
those who do not understand the work 
which a political and unbusinesslike 
system of government allows them to 
perform.” 
County surveyors from all parts of 
the state met and appointed a com­ 
m ittee to draft a bill to be presented 
to the next legislature, providing for 
a uniform compensation of county sur­ 
veyors.

“The days of our years are three 
score and ten; and if by reason of 
strength they be four-score years, 
yet is their strength labour and sor- 
ror for it is soon cut off and we fly 
away.” Psalm 9 0:10. 
Although our friend about whom 
we are gathered for the last time 
was 74 years, three months and 28 
days of age, her cheerful disposi­ 
tion, alert mind and keen interest in 
her home and friends made her seem 
much younger. 
Strong in spirit but 
frail in body she battled bravely for 
life during the several days of her 
last illness, not because she feared 
death but because of her love for 
the 
living. She would 
have tarried

55 years.

of which the Rev. J. L. Parsons was

terest in the welfare of the congre­ 
gation. it was but a few wekes ago 
that she said to the writer “I am 
not able to go to church but I can 
bake pies for the Ladies Aid if that 
will be of any benefit.

sale.” She also spoke of her grand­ 
children whom she loved so dearly 
and whom she hoped to see grow 
into fine young manhood and wo­ 
manhood. 
“Come unto me 
all ye 
that are weary and heavy laden and. 
1 will give you rest.” 
The burden 
of pain was to great to be borne and 
the peaceful smile speaks of a body 
and mind at rest and recalls to our 
minds the words of 
her 
favorite 
hymn. Nearer My God to Thee, Near­ 
er to Thee! 
’E;n tho’ it be a cross 
that raiseth me; 
still all my song 
shall be Nearer My God 
to 
Thee! 
Her chair is vacant her 
voice is 
stilled but she will not be forgotten. 
Two daughters, Mrs. John Hickey, 
and Mrs. Robt Cook of this vicinity, 
two sons, Van 
of 
Carthage 
and 
Enoch of Indianapolis, six grand­ 
children, two 
great-grandchildren, 
one sister, 
Mrs. Eliza Kinder of 
Russiaville, this state, and nuraer- 
our other 
relatives 
and 
friends 
share i» the sorrow of the husband 
who has sustained a loss so irrepa­ 
rable.
